The  village  of  Stanton,  on  the  Memphis 
anil  Charleston  Railroad,  was  destroyed  by 
fire  on  Saturday.  The  loss  is  estimated  at 

3150,  000. 

Fifteen  hundred  German  singing  birds 
were  turned  loose  in  the  suburbs  of  Cincin¬ 
nati  recently.  It  is  the  intention  to  bring 
over  three  thousand  more  for  the  same  pur¬ 
pose. 

The  carriage  works  of  the  Lancashire 
Railway  Company,  in  Manchester,  were 
destroyed  by  fire  on  Sunday.  Fifty  locomo¬ 
tives  and  one  hundred  and* twenty  passenger 
coaches,  which  were  in  the  building,  were 
burned.  The  loss  is  $500,000.

Lieutenant  Colonel  Fred.  Grant,  who  is 
spending  a  few  davs  in  Waahington,  enter¬ 
tained  a  small  circle  of  friends  the  other  even¬ 
ing  with  an  interesting  account  of  his  travels 
in  Europe,  particularly  regarding  social  life 
among  the  distinguished  families  he  was 
presented  to.  He  contrasted  the  formalities 
of  the  Continental  customs  with  the  repub¬ 
lican  manners  of  this  country.  His  descrip¬ 
tive  powers  are  very  good,  and  if  the  Presi¬ 
dent  could  command  words  as  readily  as  his 
eldest  son  he  would  never  be  accused  of 
of  making  shorts  speeches.  His  narrative 
was  listened  to  with  much  interest. 

A  horrible  affair  occured  in  New  York  on 
Wednesday  last.  Mrs.  Annie  Hennessy, 
residing  in  a  tenement  house  in  Third  Street, 
while  laboring  under  mental  aberration  of  a 
religious  character,  murdered  two  of  her  lit¬ 
tle  children  in  a  most  diabolical  manner. 
The  husband,  upon  coming  hone  from  work, 
found  in  a  wash  tub  in  the  center  of  the 
room,  the  bodies  of  two  children.  At  first 
Hennessy  thought  his  wife  had  been  wash¬ 
ing  the  children,  but  on  seeing  the  little 
girl  Teresa  cowering  in  a  corner  of  the  room 
with  her  hands  over  her  face  as  if  to  shut 
out  some  horrible  sight,  he  realized  that  his 
other  children  were  dead.  He  saw  they  had 
been  choked,  and  then  roasted  on  the  Btove, 
to  which  hair  and  skin  adhered.  In  the  ag¬ 
ony  of  the  moment  he  said:  “My  God! 
Annie,  what  is  this  ?  What  does  this  mean  ?” 
The  poor  demented  woman  said  :  “  Hush, 
don’t  tell  any  one.  It  is  all  right  now  ;  we’ll 
fcbe  happy  by  and  by  l  ”  Hennessy  endeav¬ 
ored  to  leave  the  house,  but  she  dong  to  him 
and  prevented  him  from  doing  so.  He  could 
not  succeed  in  getting  out  of  the  room  until 
9  o’clock,  when  he  asked  a  neighbor,  to  see 
that  his  only  remaining  child  was  not  mur¬ 
dered  by  his  wife  during  his  absence.  On 
leaving  the  house,  he  ran  to  the  residence  of 
the  doctor  who  had  attended  Mrs.  Hennessy 
and  who  hurried  to  the  scene  of  the  tragedy, 
but  finding  medical  aid  of  no  avail,  proceed¬ 
ed  to  the  police.  The  officers  found  Mrs. 
Hennessy  kneeling  before  a  picture  repre¬ 
senting  tha  Crucifixion.  She  was  taken  to 
Bellevue  Hospital,  where  she  will  be  held 
as  a  prisoner  to  await  the  action  of  the  Cor¬ 
oner.
